Probably  no  committee  in  quest  of

Men  with  bees  in  their 
lonnets,  and  women  with  impossible

It  is  certainly  remarkable  and  true 
that  the  most  sensible  communication 
to  the  committee  was  made  by  Mr.

He  point- 
ed to  these  things  as  the  great  hin- 
drances to  comfort,  the  drain  upon  in- 
come, keeping  the  poor  at  the  lowest 
point,  and  entailing  want  and  misery 
on  the  family.  Now,  there  is  moTC 
truth  and  good  se  nse  in  that  than  it 
all  the  theories  yrt  proposed  to  regu- 
late the  relations  of  labor  and  capi- 
tal. Mr.  Medill  goes  into  some 
culations  to  show  the  vast  amount  of 
money  expended  on  these  useless 
often  injurious  articles. 

This  is  worth  thinking  of.  Let  the 
young  man  who  complains  bitterly  that 
his  wages  are  insufficient,  make  a  cal- 
ilation  of  the  amouut  of  money  he 
spends  on  mere  luxuries,  useless  and 
worse,  and  he  will  astonish  himself. 
The  unskilled  laborer  who  gets  a  dol- 
day  works  wilh  a  pipe  in  his 
mouth,  .tnd  smokes  more  than  the 
worth  of  a  loaf  of  bread  every  day  of 
lis  life.  There  is  probably  no  coun- 
ry  in  the  world  where  labor  is  bettej 
>aid  for  than  in  this,  and  there  are 
ery  few  couniries  in  which  more 
money  is  expended  by  laborers  on 
I  hat  which  is  not  bread  but  is  poison.
